Hamlin to Host 
ACHS Friday 


There is a bill being considered 
by Congress now called “Child and 
Family Services Act” that has 
drawn some rather unusual op­ 
position. From what we can find 
out a massive and somewhat 
mysterious form of lobbying is 
being conducted by a faceless 
group in the schools throughout the 
land. 
We first saw a copy of the attack 
on the bill that was being passed 
around the school here. We next 
saw it crop up in editorial columns 
of 
a 
couple 
of 
West 
Texas 
newspapers. 
At first we were going to pick the 
thing up and run it in this column 
but decided to call Congressman 
Omar Burleson’s office in Abilene 
to find out more about it. Before we 
could get a copy of the bill from his 
office, Helen Anderson wrote a 
column in the Abilene Reporter- 
News on the bill. 
According to the “flyer” that is 
being passed around through the 
schools one would have to believe 
that this is the most dangerous 
piece of legislation ever proposed. 
According to this unknown group 
lobbying against this bill it would 
take away the right of parents to 
raise their own children and 
transfer this right to some federal 
agency. 
We just finished reading the 
entire bill which has 123 sponsors in 
the House and nowhere in it can we 
find all of the things that the flyer 
says it contains. For the most part 
the 
flyer 
quotes 
from 
the 
Congressional Record rather than 
from the bill. And any member of 
Congress can have almost anything 
printed in the Record which makes 
it a very poor source of in­ 
formation. 
According to those opposing the 
bill it would contain a Child Ad­ 
vocacy Clause, which is described 
in the Record as “If, in the 
judgment of those who are in 
charge of such a program, The 
State by way of the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
parents are not doing a good job, 
the advocate (a specialist ap­ 
pointed by the government) would 
enter the home and direct the 
education, even within the home. 
And if the parent would object, the 
authority of the home would, De 
Facto, be transferred to those 
advocated. 
While those opposing this bill 
make this kind of claim the bill 
itself repeatedly says,“must be 
provided on a voluntary basis only 
to children whose parents or legal 
guardians request such 
ser­ 
vices...” 
Among the claims being made by 
those opposing the bill are these: 
1). “All children have the right of 
Protection from, and compensation 
for, the consequences of any 
inadequacies in their homes and 
backgrounds.” 
2). “Children have the right to 
protection from any 
excessive 
claims made on them by their 
parents or authority.” 
(This 
supposedly means that parents 
could not make a child do chores 
around the home.) 
3). “Children have the right to

The subscription prices of 
The Hamlin Herald will in­ 
crease, effective Ja n . I, 
according to Bob C raig, 
publisher. 


The in area price for the 
Herald will increase from 
$5.00 per year to $6.00 and the 
in Texas price will increase 
from $6.00 to $7.00. These 
prices do not include the state 
sales tax which will make the 
in area price $6.30 and the 
price for the rest of the state, 
$7.35. The out-of-state price 
will increase from $7.00 to 
$8.00. This will be the total 
price for out-of-state sub­ 
scriptions as they are not 
taxed. 


For the present time the 
newsstand price will remain 
14 cents plus one cent sales 
tax.

fire that 
com pletely destroyed the 
Hamlin Junior High School 
building and the adjoining 
Public School auditorium was 
one of the top news stories of 
the year in Hamlin. Joining 
this was the ultimate passage 
of a $1,250,000 bond election to 
replace the two buildings. 
Other top news stories of 
the year included the Hamlin 
Stage Band’s European tour, 
a successful United Way 
Campaign that raised over 
$13,000, and a record wheat 
harvest with 119,000 bushels 
received at Moore Elevator 
in one day.

Hamlin captured its third 
consecutive District Track 
title and Hamlin received 
word that it would compete in 
Class A for the next two 
years.

Whatever was going on in 
Texas a hundred years ago? 
“Washington County: The 
Brenham Opera 
House is 
nearly completed, 
and 
is 
indeed a fine structure.” 
“Fort Worth-For Sale: 80 
acres of timber, about five 
miles from here. Price is $6 
per acre.” 
“ N a v a r r o 
C o u n t y - 
Corsicana shipped from Sept. 
I to Dec. 29, 10,053 bales of 
cotton, 33,700 pounds of wool, 
58,403 hides and 1,383 head of 
livestock.” 
It all happened in 1876. 
Texans will learn more about 
their state as it was during 
America’s Centennial in a 
new column to be distributed 
through the Texas Press 
Association. 


It is called “Teias 1876,” 
and the m aterial has been 
compiled from 100-year-old 
newspaper accounts by the 
Department of Mass Com­ 
munications at Texas Tech 
University, Lubbock. 
Sarah J 
Stone, 
now 
a 
member of the {acuity at 
West Texas State University, 
was the principal researcher 
for the project while she was 
a graduate student at Texas 
Tech. She earned the m aster 
of a rts degree in m ass 
communications last August 
The column takes a week at 
a time and begins with Jan 1- 
7, 1876, with this entry: 
“Fort Worth-Happy New 
Year-this is the first day of 
Ja n u a ry , 
1876 
Quite 
a 
number of drunks and downs 


were reported for Christmas 
Week, but not a single fight as 
far as we have learned. Truly 
Fort Worth is a peaceable 
town.” 


E ach 
colum n 
contains 
about IO items, and the first 
reports happenings IOO years 
ago in Fort Worth, Waco, 
H o u s to n , 
G a l v e s t o n , 
Brenham, Navarro County, 
and N acogdoches County. 
The final item in each column 
is an advertisem ent During 
the week of Jan 23-30, 1876, 
readers 
of 
the 
Galveston 
Daily News were tempted by 
this: 
“Of ail the saws that you

freedom from religious or political 
indoctrination.” 
4). ‘‘Children shall have the 
freedom to make complaints about 
teachers, parents and others 
without fear of reprisals.” 
We do not know where these 
people found all of these things but 
it certainly was not from the bill 
before Congress. 
The bill, HR 2966, would set up 
day care and 
health 
services 
centers for children, and in some 
cases, for parents. 
It would specifically prohibit any 
practice which would ‘‘infringe or 
usurp 
the 
moral 
and 
legal 
responsbilities of parents 
or 
guardians” and would be entirely 
voluntary for the participants. 
The bill is probably a good one 
but it also is probably one that we 
cannot afford at this time. It is 
estimated to cost $150 million in 
1976 and would increase to $1 billion 
a year in 1978. 
I am still amazed how some 
things that are so completely false 
can be passed around for the truth 
without being questioned.

Small grain producers need 
to be on the lookout for 
rapidly growing greenbug 
populations in their fields, 
says Kirby Clayton. County 
agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
A g ricu ltu ral 
E xtension 
Service 


The bugs, which are about 
1-16 inch long and light green 
with a dark green stripe dow n 
their back, inject a toxin into 
plants while feeding on them. 
This causes the plant to turn 
yellow and may eventually 
die. Any type of stress such 
as lack of moisture will in­ 
crease the damage done by 
greenbugs. 
‘‘In some cases," says 
Clayton, ‘‘greenbugs have 
become resistant 
to in­ 
secticides. Insecticide control 
failure may be due to ap­ 
plication, tem perature or 
coverage problems.” 
Clayton advises checking 
fields at regular intervals 
during the growing season 
and at least once a week if the 
greenbug population is in­ 
creasing. 
Before using an insecticide, 
a producer should consider 
such things as plant vigor, 
moisture conditions, stage of 


growth and the presence or 
absence of parasites and 
predators 
Irrigated small 
grams can withstand greater 
populations of greenbugs 
than those grown under 
dryland conditions 
E ffectiv e 
in secticid e 
controls of greenbugs on 
small grains are methyl 
p a r a th io n , 
p a r a tiio n , 
m alathion, disulfoton (Di- 
Syston) and dimethoate With 
parathion 
and 
methyl 
parathion, fields should not 
be grazed for 15 days after 


use. Malathion is less toxic 
and grazing can commence 
after seven days. Dimethoate 
should be used for wheat only 
and grazing can start after 14 
days 
Disulfoton should not 
be used on small grain fields 
which 
are 
grazed 
with 
livestock. 
Since greening populations 
can increase rapidly, regular 
field checks are the k:y to 
heading off severe damage,
